Brand New Law Paves Way to Filling 
Cireuit Court Vacancy. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 
Springfield, III., 
While new amendments were being made 
to the proposed new primary law today the 
state Supreme court added to the complica- 


tions by interpreting its recent mandamus. 
ordering the socialist primaries for April 21, 


to mean that all political parties can hoid 


primaries on that date for the selection of: 


judicial candidates for election June 4. 


This interpretation, given by Judge. Cart- 


wright, speaking for the court to Enfef Clerk 
Powell and Attorney Wheelock ot the Chi- 
eago election board, and they by long dis- 
tance telephone to Chicago, immediately 
started preliminaries for such primary elee- 
tions. 

A new and novel situation is created vy 
this development. Primaries for which there 
fs now no law except. the order of the state 
Supreme court will be held at a time when 
no primaries have been held and when it 
never has been intended they should be 


held. 


Adds $35,000 to County’s Expense. 

An additional expense of $35,000 Wil be put 
on the county if republican, democratic, and 
socialist primary elections be held to nomi- 
nate delegates for the Supreme court district 
convention and to choose a candidate for the 


Circuit court vacancy made by the death of 


Murray F. Tuley. 

Practically it is a brand new primary law 
that the state Supreme court has brought 
into being, inasmuch as neither the one which 


the court declared invalid nor the old one, 


under which Chicago now is operating, al- 
lows the nomination of judicial candidates at 
this time and in this manner. The court has 
done what the legisiature is attempting to 
do, and has done it without the trouble which 
the legislature is experiencing. 

The primaries thus given the socialists. 
have come as an unexpected to that 
party, which had not asked for dicial pri- 
maries, but which wanted them for the seler- 
tion of aldermanic candidates. As soon as

The socialists are to 
hold their judicial primaries on April 21. 

“The old parties, inasmuch as no call was 
issued for the judicial primaries, which, ac- 
cording to the old law, were to be held in 
March, have been given the opportunity of 
holding their primaries this month if they 
can issue their calls in time. They have been 
notified that such is the case. The democrats, 
I understand, intend to issue à call. I don’t 
know about the republicans. If no primaries 
are to be held by the old parties, the nomina- 
tions, can be made by petition or by commit- 
tees. 

At the judicial primaries & successor 
is to be nominated to take the place of the 
late Judge Tuley and a successor is to be 
nominated to take the place of Judge Ma- 
gruder of the Supreme court.

In nis letter Jack Campbell, the prospector, 
says: 

‘“ Rainier began to smoke Monday evening. 
On Tuesday it was worse. Wednesday ashes 
and red hot mud fell into camp, Rumblings 
were heard, and I had te move. Thursday 
‘sulphurous smoke hung over the crater. The 
indications are that Rainier is an active 
volcano. The rumblings are growing more 
noticeable and are felt ten miles from the 

Two years ago there was evidence of erup- 
tion, but not nearly so severe as the present 
one. There are no residents near the mount- 
ain, but coal prospectors are beginning to 
flee.

After two acts had been given and the 
cheering had convinced Mr. Moody that the | 
production was a success, he demanded high- 
er royalties. 

Mise Margaret Anglin, who was presenting 
the play, refused to yield to the terms of the 
ultimatum. She issued an ultimatum of her 
own. For thirty-five minutes she held out, 
threatening to stop the show then and there, 
while the audience on the other side of the 
curtain wondered what was the cause of the 
hitch. Then Mr. Moody, in terms not poet- 
ical, “came to time.” 

One Week of Rehearsal. 

Miss Anglin first read The Sabine Wom- 

n Friday of last week. She concluded to 
try it and began hurried preparations on 
Sunday. Mr. Moody, who is a professor at 
the University of Chicago, was in New York 
on his way to Spain. Hearing of his good 
fortune in that his work was to be given 4 
trial, he hastened back. There were several 
conferences between author and actress, at 
which a verbal understanding was reached as 
to the royalties to be paid to Mr. Moody, and 
the American rights to be granted. 

Then came the momentous night of the first 
production. Mr. Moody was in the audience. 
He watched the first two acts through and 
heard the applause from his enthusiastic 
friends and the call for Miss Anglin. The 
actress came before the curtain, and thanked 
the audience for the reception of the produc- 
tio.

Declares Former Revolution- 
ary Leader Sold Himself to 
Government. 


COWARDICE IS CHARGED. 


Writer Says Priest Fled Trem- 
bling at First Volley by Sol- 
diers in the Riots. 


New York, April 12.—[Special.}—A real in- 
sight into the character of Father Gapon, 
former leader of the Moscow revolutionists, 
who later disappeared from Russia and 
bobbed up again, playing roulette at Monte 
Carlo, was given today by Maxim Gorky, the 
writer and revolutionary agent, who is here 
to interest Americans in the cause of free 
Russia. 

The novelist was garbed in the peasant's 
blouse of his country, with a og meh 
black leather belt around his waist, 
dangling ends and buckles of which were 
trimmed with silver filigree work. .

Committee Finds Amounts Given. 

Gapon was bribed to betray those whose 
cause he was supposed to Champion. A com- 
mittee, appointed by the socialist democrat 
bund, investigated his conduct after he had 
fied from Russia. It was found that, in all, 
219,000 rubles had been paid for his treason, 
From the government, through the agency 
of a secret service officer, he received 100,- 
000 rubles; from Witte himself, 60,000 more; 
from Tymirazoff. the assistant secretary of 
finance, another 30,000; from Mathusheckoff, 
through his secretary, 29,000 more. 

On the day of the riots, when Cossacks 
were firing on the workingmen, Gapon 
dropped to the ground with the first volley, 
untouched. He fled from the scene, and 
came to where I, with another group, was, 
and, with fear in every limb, asked me what 
ze should do. I sized him up at once, and, 
filling him with vodka, sent him back to 
Petropavilovsk square. 

Where we were there were no Father 
Gapons. There, at the first volley, sixteen 
men fell. An officer stepped forward in 
the hush that followed and warned us to dis- 
perse, saying that if we didn’t he would be 
‘compelled to order the troops to fire once 
more. Without a word every man there 
bared his chest, and advanced with a slow 
tread upon the troops.” 


Gorky Stirred by Memory. 

Carried away by the memory of that scene, 
Gorky arose to his full six feet two inches 
and tore his blouse open to illustrate the 
movements of his comrades on that day, in- 
viting death. Hie face was aflame with the 
fire of fanaticism and his nostrils quivered 
with exhaltation.

DECLINE IN BRITISH MARRIAGE. 


Official Statistics Show Decrease of 
19 Per Cent in 35 Years—Birth 
Rate Slumps Heavily. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

LONDON, April 12.—Detailedé official mar- 
riage and birth statistics for Great Britain 
for 1904, just issued, emphasize the steady 
decline in both. 

During late years the faescinations of 
widows have markedly decreased in male 
estimation, for while in 1872 the mean an- 
nual marriage rate of widows was 21.1, It 
was only 12.5 in 1904, a much greater decrease 
than in the case of the spinsters, whose fig- 
ures are respectively 63.1 and 50.9. 

There is also a disinclination on the part of 
widowers to resume their bonds, for their 
rate of refmarriage has fallen during the 
same years from 65.8 to 38, while the figures 
for bachelors are 61.7 and 52.8.4 Altogether 
there has been a fall of 19 per cent in the 
marriage rate in thirty-five years. 

As regards the birth rate there has been a 
steady decline since 1895. The rate for 1904 
was 27.9 per thousand, the lowest on record,

April 12,—The com- 
mission which has been considering the 
project of Baron Loicq de Lobel, represent- 
ing the American Transalaskan-Siberian 
company, for tunneling under Bering strait 
and building a railway to connect with the 
Siberian railroad, has completed its labors. 
The minister of commerce ‘will transmit the

Upon demand of the committee on national 
defense the project has been greatly ex- 
tended. The principal modification is that 
the railway line shall run from Kansk toa 
point in Amur province, where it will bifur- 
cate, one line going to Khabarovsk, ine 
terminus‘: of the Ussuri line, which runs to 
Viadivostok. The aim is to double track 
the Transsiberian railroad for strategical 
purposes. <A branch line also is contem- 
plated to connect the main east and west 
line with the Siberian railway at Chita and 
another bra to touch the coast at 
Okhotsk is projected. :

Writer Recites, with Apparent Con- 
dence That They Are True, Charges 
Made Against Dowie and Dec.ares 
the Successor of the Founder of the 
Christian Catholic Church Has 
Come as the Deliverer of People 
Whe Have Been Wronged. 


In the Easter number of The Interior,“ an 
organ of the Presbyterian church, Nolan R. 
Best, in an articie, “‘ Dowie and His Voliva,’’ 
upholds the new Zion City chief, and 
nounces Dowie bitterly. 7 
[t would be a long story to tell how John 
Alexander Dowie has come, like Napoleon, 
from the plain of a probably honest en- 
|} thusiasm by the way of the mountain peak of 
vast ambition, to the miry morass of thwart- 
ed purpose, Mr. Best writes. While he 
preached the one dogma, which at first he 
doubtle believed sincerely enough—that 
bodily healing is of spiritual faith, and drugs 
are God-dishonoring, his church grew con- 
tinually. But when he added another and a 
superior tenet, that he himself had been 
chosen of God to ‘restore all things —the 
Elijah spoken of in Matthew xvil., 11—he, ali 
unwittingly, made sure his own downfall.” 

The writer tell of the extravagance of 
Dowie, of his mansion, the elaborate stables, 
and of the silent egress from Zion of those 
banished for voicing any discontent against 
his ways. This miscalculation of human 
nature, Mr. Best says, caused the keel of 
Dowie's ship to scrape bottom in shoaly wat- 
rs. 

Then came Voliva, as a deliverer. 

Then Voliva stood up and said that these 
things couldn't continue under the cloak of 
religion where he was. And all that chafing 
community of men and women, who without 
a democratic leader had been so helpless 
under a tyrant’s heel, rose up too, and vowed 
on christian honor that they would stand 
by him. The deliverer had come. Even the 
family ties snapped under the strain in the 
autocrat’s own home, and his son and wife 
enlisted with the rebels.”

FIGHT OVER BEER FATAL 


HUNDREDS OF YOUNG CHILDREN 
EXPOSED TO CONTAGION. 


Stella Reinhart, Whe Had Attended 
the Brown School Until Last Mon- 
day, is Taken with Her Mother 


and Brother te the Isolation Hos-/ 


pital—Health Department Discove 
era Boy and Girl Had Certificates 
of Vaccination, but No Scars. 


Stella Reinhart, 14 years old, 521 West Lake 
street, who had been attending the Brown 
school, Warren and Hermitage avenues, up 
to last Monday, was reported to the health 
department late yesterday afternoon as hav- 
ing smallpox and was taken to the Isolation 
hospital. 

Her brother, who was also taken to the 
hospital to be watched for any mdications of 
the diséase, has been going from the home 
to the school daily, and it ie through him 
that the health officidls fear that several 
hundred children who attend the school have 
been exposed to the disease. Mra. Reinhart, 
mother of the two children, was also taken 
to the hospital as a measure of precaution, 
until it ig determined that sne is out of dan- 
ger. 


False Vaccination Certificates. 


The most startling discovery in connec- 
tion with the new case is that both the 
Reinhart children possess vaccination cer- 
tificates, although there is no mark on them 
to indicate that they ever had been vacci- 
nated. It is believed they secured the cer- 
tificates without the proper vaccination, and 
an investigation will be made at once by 
Dr. Heman Spalding, chief medical inspector, 
to determine if this deception is common. 

The Reinhart family lives in a little flat 
in the basement of the building. The case 
was reported to the health department by 
a private physician, and Dr. John A. Riley 
was at once sent to the place to tase the 
proper steps to prevent contagion. 


House Is Disinfected. 

The house was disinfected and inspectors 
were sent out to ascertain the names of the 
school children and other children in the 
neighborhood to see that the utmost precau- 
tions are taken at once to minimize the 
danger. The school will not be closed unless 
other cases develop among the children, but 
it will be watched closeiy for the next few 
weeks. ' 

“There ig no great danger to the school 
children, as all are vaccinated,” said Dr. 
Spalding. We shall disinfect all the rooms 
and see that every precaution is taken to pro- 
vent the disease from spreading.”

DR. JENKIN LLOYD JONES AT- 
TACES “SILE STOCKINGS.” 


Suburbanites and Dormant Women’s 
Clabs Also Rapped by the South 
Side Reformer for Their Lack of 
Interest—Boodler and Boodlee Both 
Taken to Task by Pastor in an Ad« 
dress Delivered at the Third Uni- 
tarian Church. 


Dr. Jenkin Lloyd Jones of All Souls’ church, 
last night made a fiery attack on foes of 
municipal reform in an address at the Third 
Uriitarian church. He assailed the disor- 
ganization of churches and hit hard at the 
“ hobby rider.“ 

He rapped the suburbanites who are will- 
ing to go home at night and leave the city 
alone in its struggle for better conditions. 
He flayed woman's clubs for “ frittering 
away their first class enthusiasm on second 
class éDjects.”’ 

Dr. Jones also hurled a broadside at what 
he termed the “silk stocking lake front 
wards.” He declared these districts were 
bringing more harm to Chicago than all the 
river wards put together. 

„There are many obstacles to municipal 
reform,” he began, and we have much to 
do to conquer them. 


Three Forces Against Reform. 

“There are three malign forces which are 
a menace to civic progress. They are: 

„First The boodler and the boodiee. The 
time has come when no man can say that 
graft is merely newspaper talk, for the facts 
are before us. The silk stocking lake front 
wards have contributed more than the river 
warde to the degradation of the city. 

„ Second—Partisanship in politics. The 
man doesn’t ive who can be a good municipal 
officer and be a good party man at the same 
time. At Springfield we are wondering 
whether the politicians will free themselves 
trom scandal. In this city the Municipal 
Voters’ league last its usefulness. In my own 
ward—the Sixth—there were two candidates, 
but they w were what I would call nixies, or 
ninnijes. 

“ Third—A ute. complacent class of peo- 
ple who don't care how the city isrun. They 
make their monéy here and then go to Lake 
Geneva to live, and perhaps to avoid trou- 
ble. A great menace to Chicago is its nerve- 
less suburbanism. 

Raps at Enemies of Progress. 

“Then there are — benign ‘enemies of 

rogress. Thesea 
oe Piast The hobby rider, the fanatic WhO 
always plays the same tune on one string. 
The man with one idea no matter how good 
that idea may be is always a nuisance. No 
matter whether he harps on clean streets all 
the time or on some other measure for civic 
reform, he becomes a bore to the community. 

“Second: The dlesipation of vital inter- 
ests. Many people spend all their enthusiasm 
on second class objects. That's one objection 
I have to woman's club. They use ragors 
to split kindling wood. They run to seed by 
making fractional attempts at reform, 

“Third: The disorganization of churches. 
They are the least organised and the most 
disintegrated of all institutions. The saloons 
stand together and so do the newsboys, but 
Gabriel couldn't get the thousand ministers 
of Chicago together for a demonstration. 


Statesmen Needed by City. 

“We need a change. We need, instead of 
politicians, statesmen. The place of discus- 
sion of civic topics must change from the 
saloon to the church. The ‘ boys’ in city 
government must be changed to real men in 
thought and action. „The city must not fol- 
low lanterns, but stars. 

„The hope of the country is in the noble 
army of ‘ scratchers.’ ‘It ie harder today 
than eyer to stand by convictions, but we 
must Stand for. incorruptible integrity. 
Where are the men who today stand for the 
game embodiment of true integrity that Lin-

Indianapolis, Ind., April 12.—[Special.}]— 
Delegates to the republican state convention 
finished the work of nominating a ticket this 
afternoon and adjourned. Standing on a plat- 
form that indorses the efforts of Gov. Hanly 
to eliminate graft from official places, leaders 
belleve the ticket will go before the people 
with a certainty of receiving a majority at 
the polls in November. 

The platform was not all that the friends 
of Gov. Hanly demanded and there were 
many who would have liked to see the work 
of the state railroad commission indorsed. 
The executive acquiesced in less generous 
indorsement than he himself had prepared. 
There was no contest over the resolutions 
when they were presented to the conven- 
tion. 

“Mays” Aimed at Hanly.. 

Bome of the delegates, when the vote on 
the adoption of the platform was demand- 
ed, answered No.“ It was understood that 
these negations were aimed at the Hanly 
commendation and not at the plaiform as a 
whole. They were nearly lost ip the chorus 
by which the platform was adopted. 

When the work of the committee on reso- 
lutions wae cempleted last night five. im- 
portant chariges from the draft submitted 
to it were made. One of these eliminated 
entirely all reference to the state railroad 
commission; another modified the commenda- 
tion of Gov. Ham in such a way. that his 

administration is not made to stand out 
prominently from those of hie predecessors 


in the matter of reforms; the third modified 
the plank regarding the payment of interest 
on public funds to the state; the fourth pro- 
vided for supervieion of private banks, and 
the ftth 1 related to primary elections. 


Oppose Too Much. Glory. 

None of these changes was marked except 
one relating to commendation of the govern- 
er, and members of the committee explained 
that the original draft not only made the 
governor the whole Indiana party but cast 
refiecti by eomparison on his predeces- 
sors that werp unjust.

proposed amendment to the regula tions of 
the pure food bill relating to pa 

eines, to which attention was called by Tum 
Taisune a few weeks ago. The bill ae 
passed by the senate made it unlawful to 
sell a patent medicine containing certain 
dangerous drugs without a label stating 
their presence and the amount of them, The 
amendment permits proprietary prepara- 
tions having less than two grains of opium 
or oné-quarter of a grain of morphine to the 
ounce to be sold without such label to put 
the buyer on his guard. 

There are two reasons why this should not 
be allowed. A quarter of a grain of mor- 
phine to the ounce may seem a trifle to the 
patent medicine manufacturer. The dose 
may be deadly for one who has never used 
morphine and is susceptible to its effects, 
The purchaser of.a patent medicine which 
has been so heavily drugged may think-an 
ounce is not too much to take at once and 
may put himself to sleep forever. There 
have been numerous instances lately of chil- 
dren killed by a patent medicine which was 
loaded with opium. There was nothing on 
the label to put the parents on.their guard 
ami they unknowingly poisoned their chil- 
dren. That could not have occurred if there 
had been a decent law on the statute books. 

In the next place the use of a patent medi- 
cine containing even an extremely small 
quantity of a drug like morphine may make 
him its slave, There is no question that 
thousands have become addicted to the use 
of narcotics in this way. If they had known 
what was in the nostrum they were taking 
they would.not have touched it. Whenever 
a patent medicine contains such drugs as 
opium, morphine, or cocaine, even in the 
smallest quantities, the label should set out 
the fact. Then the purchaser will buy at his 
own risk. 

There would not beso many buyers as 
there are now. The patent medicine men 
are aware of it and that is the reason why 
they are lobbying so energetically in sup- 
port of their dangerous amendment. It is 
strange that the members of the house com- 
mittee are unable to see that they are co-

AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE. 

Not long ago the custom house officials, 
finding no other place te put frogs’ legs“ 
listed them as dressed poultry. 
cently an English court decided that take” 
ing lead pipe from a house was no crime. 
The decision would not hold in this state, 
but the argument was that the pipes, be 
ing attached to the house, became real 
estate, and as it is impossible to commit 
larceny of real estate, in the eyes of the 
law it was impossible to steal lead pipe. 
These decisions are now matched by oue 
from the assistant attorney general of the 
state of Washington, holding that ſusur- 
ing an automobile is a marine risk. 

The argument is a double one, by ex | 
elusion and by analogy. Neither life, ac- 
cident, fire, live stock, plate glass, burg- 
lar, nor tornado insurance applies. There 
is nothing left but marine insurance, and, 
therefore, that must be the class to which 
automobile insurance belongs. Ag it is 
apparent that if the list had been ar- 
rdnged in a different order it might hade 
happened that some other kind was the 
only one left, this classification is sup- 
ported by an enumeration ‘of the points of 
resemblance between an automobile and a 
ship. Both are liable to collision, fire, 
breakdown, explosion, injury from the ele- 
ments, and running amuck.” The weak- 
ness of this reasoning is that, with the 
possible exception of explosion, the same 
dangers threaten a load of hay. Yet the 
man who applied for a marine policy to 
cover his load of hay probably would be 
thought crazy. 

A lack is here pointed out. A type of 
insurance is needed to cover risks of the 


road. It should include vehicles of all de- 
scriptions. There is no objection to class- 
ing sea going hacks as marine risks, while 
a brougham or a victoria might be cov- 
ered by life insurance, but these pro- 
visional assignments are wunsatisfactory 
and should give way to one more univer- 
sal in its character. It is reassuring 
to have the statement of the assistant at- 
“torney general of the state of Wäshington 
to the effect that the automobile is an in- 
animate thing. There have been times 
when it has seemed to be possessed of u 
will of its own or possessed by some de- 
mon of destruction. If it is inanimate it 
can have no more viciousness than be- 
longs with the general depravity of inan- 
imate things. It can safely be put into a 
class with other wheeled vehicles. As un- 
questionably the owner is entitled to some 
kind of insurance it will do no harm to 
let him call ft a steamboat until that other 
class is provided. 
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THE MAYOR IS LEARNING. 

The mayor says “ prompt steps should 
be taken looking toward an early rehabi!- 
itation and modernization of the present 
street railway system of Chicago.” This 
is a- tardy admission that the people who 
travel on the street cars need something 
besides municipal ownership to make 
them happy.

VALUE OF WORLD'S FAIRS. 
The other day a member of the British 
house of commons proposed that a world’s 
fair be held in London two years hence, 
The idea was received there with some hesl- 


tation and provoked objections outside on 


the ground that it Would reveal valuable 
trade intelligence to foreign competitors. It 
was urged that British methods of produe- 
tion would, by such an exhibit, be too much 
exposed to study by visitors from abroad. 

This line of reasoning is as old as the his- 
tory of expositions, but it has been amply 
discredited in recent years. Every world’s 
fair has been held in disregard of the idea, 
and such fairs are growing in frequency. 
The notion is indeed one which smacks of 
an island people. 

It certainly contrasts sharply with the 
practice of this country. Not only have 
Americans held three great fairs, and a 
still larger number of lesser ones, within a 
generation, but inquiring visitors uniformly 
find the American factory open for inspec- 
tion; When the Mosely industrial com- 
mission from England toured the United 
States the members were as much surprised 
as delighted at the free entry accorded them 
to American fhdustrial plants. Our mane- 
facturers place their confidence in enter- 
prise rather than in secrecy or in exclusive 
knowledge of trade methods. They only 
ask a clear field—and the open door. 

Germany-—the country which hes made 
progress in industrial and 
‘commercial development during the last 


‘generation than any other nation of Europe 


likewise seems to believe in expositions, 


the St. Louis fair an exhibit of its arts and 
sciences, which was in many ways the 
feature of that fair. 

The modern comniercial world welcomes 
and approves a bold rather than a guarded 
policy respecting productive methods and 
organization. Great Britain made a marked 


success of great fairs half a century ago. 


Americans would welcome the opportunity 
of visiting an up-to-date world’s fair in the 
world’s metropolis.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. | 


The'first chapter in Thomas Carl Spelling's 
* BOSSISM AND MONOPOLY ” O. Apple- 
ton & Co.) is the vital part of the took. Mr. 
Spell is a radical and a lawyer. He has 
written the book as an argument for the gov- 
ernment ownership Of railroads. le believes 
that rallroad nurtured trusts cannot be put 
down while the control of transportation— 
the first essential of commerce—is in private 
hands. He has a right to his opinion, the 
same right that his reeders have to believe 
otherwise if they prefer. But ‘before he 
launches into this sea of controversy he sets 
down with lawyer like precision a series of 
statements to which he gives the chapter 
heséing *‘ Delusions and Deceptions.” 

Taken merely ag assertions, these etate- 
ments are interesting, inasmuen as they 
maintain not only the inadequacy of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, but also that the 


constitutional congressional anti-trust leg- 
islation. Stopping right there, Mc Spelling 
would de entitled to a unique place as a rad- 
ical who proclaims that repressive legisia- 
tion against Interstate monopolies is useless. 

He does not claim, however, any right of 
priority to the contention, nor dees he stop 
there. Stating that he la speaking as an at- 
torney, he proceeds to cite authorities and 
cases, and then affirms that while he hopes 
he is opening the eyes of would-be reform- 
ers and the common people, he is only giving

what it cannot do. 

“In the Northern Securities case,” he 
states, the incorporators were a majority 
of the stockholders in certain interstate rail- 
roads, the corporation formed by them being 
merely a holding, or trustee, company, and 
It was sufficiently apparent from the con- 
stating agreements, including the articles, 
that the principal purpose of the Northern 
Securities company was the monopolization 
of interstate commerce in a large section of 
the United States, and therefore the agree- 
ments were considered within and made the 
company so formed amenable to the terms 
of the Sherman act. 


„% But it seems to be settled that the mere 
manufacture and sale of a commodity, upon 
however extensive a scale, and though the 
sales are largely for delivery to citizens of 
other states, and though one manufacturing 
and selling company have a virtual monop- 
oly, yet that does not render k a violation of 
the provision directed at those who ‘ monop- 
olize; or attempt to monopolize, interstate 
commerce.” It seems that to constitute a 
violation of the statute there must bea prece- 
dent agreement in restraint of interstate 
trade, and that no amount of monopolization 
in the absence of such agreement will con- 
stitute persons or corporations violators of 
the statute.” 

‘As authority for this statement he cites the 
Supreme court decision in the case of the 
United States vs. Knight, where the proper- 
ties of a number of sugar refineries were 
transferred to the American Sugar Refining 
company. whose purposes, set forth in its 
articles, were the manufacture and the sale 
of all kinds of sugar.
